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INTRODUCTION 


Tlie  South  African  Library  for  tire  Blind  was  founded  in  1919.  It  has  grown, 
in  just  over  half  a century,  into  one  of  South  Africa’s  national  libraries.  In  many  ways 
it  is  similar  to  other  libraries,  but  there  are  also  important  differences. 

The  titles  of  the  books  on  its  shelves  are  among  those  to  be  found  in  any  good 
public  or  university  library  collection,  but  the  books  themselves  are  either  in  embossed 
type  for  finger-reading  or  recorded  on  tape  cassettes  for  listening. 

The  library’s  service  is  provided  free  of  charge  to  the  hundreds  of  blind  readers 
of  all  population  groups  and  many  walks  of  life  who  use  it.  They  receive  their  books 
either  through  the  post  or  through  their  local  public  library. 

The  library  is  situated  in  Grahamstown,  but  it  serves  readers  throughout 
South  Africa  and  South-West  Africa  and  also  assists  libraries  and  individuals  in  neigh- 
bouring countries.  It  is  the  national  bibliographic  centre  and  inter-library  loan  clearing- 
house in  respect  of  literature  for  the  visually  handicapped. 

The  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  depends  for  its  annual  income  on  the 
grant  which,  as  a Declared  Cultural  Institution,  it  receives  from  the  Department  of 
National  Education.  It  also  relies  on  the  generous  contributions  of  individual  friends, 
legacies  and  donations  from  voluntary  organisations  and  local  authorities.  Because  of 
the  special  media  of  its  books  the  library’s  expenses  are  far  higlier  than  those  of 
libraries  of  equivalent  size  for  the  sighted. 

The  Council  and  Staff  believe  that  visually  handicapped  people  are  by  riglit 
entitled  to  efficient  library  services  equal,  as  far  as  circumstances  permit,  to  services 
provided  by  public  libraries.  To  this  end  all  our  resources  are  directed.

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GENERAL  REPORT 


The  period  1st  April,  1972  to  31st  March,  1974  has  been  a relatively  quiet  one. 

Owing  to  financial  stringency,  it  was  necessary  to  cut  down  expenditure.  It  was  decided  that 
it  was  essential  to  keep  up  the  supply  of  books  to  readers  and  to  try  to  meet  the  Rowing  de- 
mand, so  the  production  of  the  bibliographic  department  had  to  be  curtailed  owing  to  the 
reduction  of  staff.  Fortunately,  it  seems  as  though  it  will  be  possible  to  resume  this  work  in 
the  near  future. 

The  fact  that  no  report  was  printed  for  1972/73  is  a reflection  of  the  economy  mea- 
sures necessitated  by  shortage  of  funds.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  donors,  whose 
financial  help  enabled  us  to  carry  on.  A list  of  all  donations  during  the  two  years  will  be 
found  in  this  report. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  many  people  who  have  helped  us.  .Among  them  are  the  Post 
Office  throughout  the  country  and  especially  in  Grahamstown,  the  Standard  Bank  of  South 
Africa,  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester,  Braille  Services,  Tape-Aids  for  the  Blind,  the 
Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  London,  and  the  British  Talking  Book  Service  for  the 
Blind.  The  Information  and  Research  Services  Division  of  the  Council  for  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  has  given  valuable  help  in  computer  programming  and  processing  our 
Union  Catalogue.  The  staff  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind,  of  many  of  its  affiliated 
societies  and  of  St.  Dunstan’s,  also  the  Chairman  of  the  Lighthouse  Club,  Cape  Town  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  C.  Porter  of  Pietermaritzburg  are  very  helpful  in  introducing  readers  and  in  dealing 
with  any  difficulties  which  arise.  The  organisers  of  street  collections  provide  a valuable  addi- 
tion to  our  funds.  Tlie  co-operation  of  the  State  Library,  the  Rhodes  University  Library  and 
many  public  libraries  in  a variety  of  ways  has  lightened  our  task  considerably.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  these  and  to  other  friends,  too  numerous  to  mention,  who  enable  us  to  carry  on  our 
work. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  our  voluntary  transcribers  who  have  added  over  300 
volumes  to  our  braille  stock  in  the  past  two  years.  Their  work  would  be  impossible  without 
our  teachers  (Mrs.  R.  Gee,  Mrs.  S.  Dent,  Mrs.  D.A.  Finlay  and  Mrs.  J.  Reid)  and  proof-readers 
(Mrs.  U.  Bruce,  Mrs.  C.S.  Davison,  Mrs.  A.  Man  ton.  Miss  D.  Mallett,  Mrs.  J.  Reid  and  Mrs.  J. 
Wahl)  whose  excellent  work  is  much  appreciated.  The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
volumes  produced  each  year  is  very  encouraging. 

The  circulation  of  books  in  braille  and  moon  type  has  increased  slightly,  whOe  maga- 
zines have  decreased,  the  figures  for  1973/74  being  15  000  volumes  and  nearly  1 500  maga- 
zines. It  is  not  easy  for  people  who  go  blind  in  later  life  to  learn  to  read  braille,  but  moon 
type  is  comparatively  easy  and  can  be  learnt  with  the  help  of  a sighted  friend  in  following  the 
detailed  instructions  supplied  by  the  Library.  This  reading  makes  a good  supplement  to  the 
reading  of  tape-books  and  is  particularly  valuable  for  those  who  have  any  difficulty  in  hearing 
tape-recordings. 

The  Mark  1 tape-cassettes  are  very  heavy  (2,5  kg)  compared  with  the  Mark  IV  (185g), 
so  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  all  readers  of  tape-cassettes  will  change  to  the  Mark  IV  (which 
can  be  posted  in  a pillarbox).  These  cassettes  can  be  played  on  a Mark  I Machine  with  the 
addition  of  an  adaptor,  which  is  supplied  free.  As  no  new  titles  are  available  in  Mark  I cassettes, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  close  this  section  soon.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  increase  the  stock 
of  Mark  IV  cassettes  and,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester, 
progress  is  being  made  in  providing  Afrikaans  books  in  cassettes. 

Owing  to  the  reduction  in  professional  staff,  the  work  on  the  Union  Catalogue  has 
slowed  down  considerably,  but  the  catalogue  of  Afrikaans  braille  books  has  been  completed 
and  a supplement  to  the  Mark  IV  cassette  catalogue  is  almost  ready. 

There  are  now  at  least  30  visually  handicapped  students  at  universities  in  the  Repub- 
lic, excluding  those  studying  through  the  University  of  South  Africa.  The  problem  of  pro- 
viding books  for  them  is  a very  urgent  one,  which  is  receiving  attention  in  many  quarters. 
Students  require  much  of  their  material  at  very  short  notice  and  the  inevitable  time-lag  in  the 
conversion  of  print  to  braille  or  tape-recording  makes  it  impossible  to  produce  all  that  is 
necessary.  We  are  trying  to  build  up  a central  record  of  all  study  material  available,  which 
will  enable  the  limited  amount  of  material  available  to  be  put  to  the  best  possible  use. 
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STAFF  Mr.  D.E.  Schauder  resigned  from  the  post  of  Director  at  the  end  of 

iq''9  / 7Q  February,  1973  to  take  up  a research  post  with  the  Council  for  Scientific 

" ^ ' and  Industrial  Research.  During  his  four  years  as  Director  he  did  a great 

deal  to  modernise  the  Library,  to  widen  its  scope  and  to  establish  new  con- 
tacts both  in  the  Republic  and  overseas.  His  services  are  much  appreciated 
and  we  wish  him  well  in  his  new  sphere  of  work. 

During  this  year  Mrs.  A.  Orsmond  and  Mrs.  R.A.  van  Blommesteir  have  left  the  staff. 
Our  thanks  go  to  them  both  for  their  work  in  the  office  and  on  the  bibliography  respectively. 
We  welcome  Mr.  R.R.  Levey,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  technical  department. 


Miss  E.M.  Spurling  bore  the  double  burden  of  Chief  Librarian  and 
1973  / 74  Acting  Director  most  efficiently  until  we  obtained  the  services  of  Mr.  F..I.A. 

de  Villiers  from  1st  March,  1974.  His  experience  in  administration  as 
headmaster  before  turning  to  librarianship  will  be  of  great  value  in  conduc- 
ting the  affairs  of  the  Library  and  we  wish  him  a long  and  successful  term  of  office. 

Mrs.  O.  Dickason  left  to  join  her  husband  on  the  farm  after  8 years  at  the  Library. 

Mrs.  M.  Zimmerman,  Mrs.  L.  Roberts  and  Mrs.  A.  Coertse  had  to  leave  owing  to  their  husbands 
being  transferred.  We  are  grateful  to  all  these  members  of  staff  for  their  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Library.

Die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Bibliuteek  vir  Bliiides  is  in  geslig.  Dit  hot,  in  effens 
meer  as  ’n  halfeeu,  gegroei  tot  een  van  Suid-Afrika  se  nasionale  bibliotcke.  Dit  kom  in  bale 
opsigte  ooreen  met  ander  biblioteke,  maar  daar  is  ook  belangrikc  verskille. 

Die  titels  van  die  boeke  in  die  biblioteek  kan  in  enige  goeie  openbare  of  universi- 
teits-biblioteekversameling  gevind  word,  maar  die  boeke  self  is  of  geembosseer  vir  lees  mcl 
die  vingers  of  opgeneem  op  bandkasette  om  na  te  luister. 

Die  biblioteekdiens  word  gratis  verskaf  aan  die  lionderde  blinde  lesers  van  alle  bevolk- 
ingsgroepe  en  verskeie  beroepe,  wat  daarvan  gebruik  maak.  I lulle  ontvang  lull  boeke  per  pos, 
of  deur  hulle  plaaslike  openbare  biblioteek. 

Alhoewel  die  biblioteek  in  Grahamstad  gelec  is,  verleen  dit  diens  aan  lesers  dwarsdeur 
Suid-Afrika  en  Suidwes-Afrika,  en  dit  help  ook  biblioteke  en  enkelinge  in  buurstate.  Dit  is  die 
nasionale  sentrum  van  bibliografie  en  tussenbiblioteeklenings  ten  opsigte  van  leesstof  vir  gesigs- 
gestremdes. 

Die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  is  vir  sy  jaarlikse  inkomste  aflianklik  van  die 
toelae  wat  dit  as  Verklaarde  Kulturele  Inrigting  van  die  Departement  Nasionale  Opvoeding  ont- 
vang. Dit  maak  ook  staat  op  die  milde  bydraes  wat  dit  van  individuele  vriende  en  erflatings 
ontvang,  en  skenkings  van  vrywillige  instansies  en  plaaslike  owerhede.  Vanwee  die  spesiale  aard 
van  sy  boeke  is  die  biblioteek  se  uitgawes  baie  groter  as  die  van  gewone  biblioteke  van  dieselfde 
grootte. 

Die  Raad  en  Personeel  glo  dat  gesigsgestremde  mense  geregtig  is  op  doeltreffende 
biblioteekdienste  wat,  sover  die  omstandighede  dit  toelaat,  gelykstaan  aan  die  dienste  wat  deur 
openbare  biblioteke  verskaf  word.  A1  ons  kragte  word  vir  die  bereiking  van  hierdie  doel  aan- 
gewend.

Die  lydperk  I April  1972  tot  31  Maart  1974  was  betreklik  stil.  Weens  finan- 
siele  beperkings,  was  dit  nodig  om  onkostes  te  besnoei.  Daar  is  besluit  dat  dit  absoluut  nood- 
saaklik  is  om  met  die  verskaffing  van  boeke  aan  lesers  vol  te  hou  en  om  die  stygende  vraag  te 
probeer  bevredig,  dus  is  produksie  in  die  bibliografiese  afdeling  liewer  besnoei  met  die  vermin- 
dering van  personeel.  Gelukkig  blyk  dit  dat  ons  moontlik  in  die  nabye  toekoms  weer  hier- 
die  werk  behoorlik  sal  kan  voorsit 

Die  feit  dat  geen  jaarverslag  vir  1972/73  gedruk  is  nie,  weerspieel  die  besnoeiings  wat 
genoodsaak  word  weens  gebrek  aan  fondse.  Ons  is  dus  besonder  dankbaar  teenoor  die 
donateurs  wie  se  hulp  ons  in  staat  gestel  bet  om  voort  te  gaan.  ’n  Lys  van  donasies  ontvang 
gedurende  die  twee  jaar,  word  in  hierdie  verslag  weergegee. 

Ons  wil  die  talle  mense  wat  ons  gehelp  het,  innig  bedank.  Onder  hulle  is  die  Poskan- 
toorpersoneel  dwarsdeur  die  land,  veral  in  Grahamstad,  die  Standard  Bank  van  Suid-Afrika,  die 
Skool  vir  Blindes,  Worcester,  Brailledienste,  Band-dienste  vir  Blindes,  die  Koninklike  Nasionale 
Instituut  vir  Blindes  in  London  en  die  Britse  Spraakboekdienste  vir  Blindes.  Die  Inligtings- 
en  Navorsingsafdeling  van  die  W.N.N.R.  het  waardevolle  dienste  gelewer  met  die  komper-pro- 
grammering  en  prosessering  van  die  Gesamentlike  Katalogus.  Die  personeel  van  die  S.A. 
Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  baie  van  die  geaffilieerde  verenigings  en  St.  Dunstan’s,  asook  die 
voorsitter  van  die  Lighthouse  Klub  en  Mnr.  en  Mev.  Porter  van  Pietermaritzburg,  is  almal  baie 
behulpsaam  om  nuwe  lesers  in  te  lei  en  om  te  help  met  moeilikhede  wat  mag  opduik.  Die 
organiseerders  van  Straatkollektes  lewer  ’n  waardevolle  bydrae  tot  ons  fondse. 

Die  samewerking  van  die  Staatsbiblioteek,  Rhodes  Universiteitsbiblioteek  en  baie 
Openbare  Biblioteke  doen  veel  om  ons  werk  te  vergemaklik.  Ons  is  baie  dank  verskuldig  aan 
hierdie  en  ander  vriende,  te  veel  om  te  noem,  wat  hand  bysit  om  ons  werk  voort  te  sit. 

Ons  is  veral  dankbaar  teenoor  die  vrywillige  transkribeerders  wat  meer  as  300  boekdele 
tot  ons  boekevoorraad  in  die  afgelope  2 jaar  bygedra  het.  Hulle  taak  sou  onmoontlik  wees 
sonder  ons  onderwyseresse  (Mev.  R.  Gee,  Mev.  S.  Dent  en  Mev.  J.  Reid)  en  die  proef-lesers 
(Mev.  U.  Bruce,  Mev.  A.  Manton,  Mej.  D.  Mallett,  Mev.  J.  Reid  en  Mev.  J.  Wahl)  wie  se  uitste- 
kende  werk  baie  waardeer  word.  Die  stygjng  in  die  aantal  boekdele  wat  jaarliks  voltooi  word, 
is  werklik  bemoedigend. 

Die  sirkulasie  van  boeke  in  braille  en  moonskrif  het  effens  gestyg,  terwyl  tydskrifte 
gedaal  het.  Die  syfer  vir  1973/74  is  15  000  boekdele  en  amper  1500  tydskrifte.  Dit  is  nie 
vir  diegene  wat  op  latere  leeftyd  blind  word,  maklik  om  braille  aan  te  leer  nie,  maar  vir  die- 
gene  wat  Engels  kan  lees,  is  moonskrif  baie  makliker.  Dit  kan  tuis  aangeleer  word  met  die 
hulp  van  ’n  siende  vriend  volgens  spesifieke  aanwysings  wat  ons  biblioteek  voorsien.  Hierdie 
leesmetode  is  ’n  baie  goeie  aanvulling  vir  die  lees  van  boeke  en  is  besonder  waardevol  vir 
blindes  wat  terselfdertyd  swak  van  gehoor  is. 

Die  Merk  1 bandkasette  is  baie  swaar  in  vergelyking  met  die  Merk  IV.  Dus  verwag 
ons  dat  alle  bandkasetlesers  binnekort  sal  oorslaan  na  die  Merk  IV,  wat  in  ’n  posbus  gepos 
kan  word.  Hierdie  kasette  kan  op  die  Merk  1 masjien  gespeel  word,  met  byvoeging  van  ’n 
aanpasser  wat  kosteloos  voorsien  word.  Aangesien  daar  geen  nuwe  boeke  op  Merk  1 verkryg- 
baar  is  nie,  sal  ons  binnekort  gedwing  word  om  die  Merk  1 diens  te  staak.  Ons  doen  ons  uit- 
erste  om  die  voorraad  Merk  IV  kasette  uit  te  brei  en,  danksy  die  samewerking  van  die  Skool 
vir  Blindes,  Worcester,  vorder  ons  nou  beter  met  die  vaslegging  van  Afrikaanse  boeke  op 
bandkasette. 

Die  vermindering  in  professionele  personeel  het  die  werk  aan  die  Gesamentlike  Kata- 
logus vertraag,  maar  die  katalogus  van  Afrikaanse  braille-boeke  is  voltooi  en  ’n  hersiene  Merk 
IV  katalogus  is  beskikbaar.  Beide  word  baie  waardeer  deur  lesers.  Werk  vorder  aan  die 
katalogus  van  Engelse  braille-boeke  en  ’n  byvoegsel  tot  die  Merk  IV  katalogus  is  byna  gereed. 

Daar  is  tans  ten  minste  30  gesigsgestremde  studente  aan  universiteite  in  die  Repub- 
liek,  behalwe  die  wat  privaat  studeer  by  Unisa.  Die  probleem  van  boekevoorsiening  vir  hulle 
is  baie  dringend  en  die  saak  geniet  allerwee  aandag.  Studente  benodig  dikwels  leesstof  met 
kort  kennisgewing  en  die  onvermydelike  vertraging  met  die  omsit  van  gewone  druk  na  braille 
of  bandopname,  maak  dit  amper  onmoontlik  om  alles  wat  nodig  is,  betyds  te  produseer.  Ons 
probeer  hier  ’n  sentrale  katalogus  opbou,  van  alle  studiemateriaal  wat  reeds  beskikbaar  is,  so- 
dat  die  beste  moontlike  gebruik  van  die  beperkte  voorraad  gemaak  kan  word.
